Most of the messages were addressed to either the "liaison Offioer" 
or the "Section Chief" of the "Eastern Section") however* one message was 
addressed to the "Southern Section" and another referred to a "Western 
Seotion." The "Eastern Section" during this period seems to have been 
operating under.radioed orders-in mountainous eastern Korea, in the 
vioinity of the South Korean coastal oity of Samchok. Subordinate to the 
"Eastern Seotion" were five "detachments," one of whioh had a strength of 
"approximately 1,000 light armed troops#"
